Located in southcentral Montana, Carbon County is seventh out of all Montana counties for num- 
ber of beef cattle ranches with 315 (see table to the right) and an important player in Montana's cattle 
industry. The cattle industry is the number one agricultural industry in Montana in terms of sales and 
revenues, according to the 2002 Census of Agriculture. The county is number 11 in the state for total 
number of farms and ranches. 

Beginning in 2005, Carbon County is part of the Billings Metropolitan Statistical Area, the state's 
largest economic center and included in the Research and Analysis Bureau's various survey results 
for the area, i.e., monthly industry employment and unemployment calculations. The commuter table 
(see table to the right) shows one-fourth of Carbon County residents work in Yellowstone County.
